Report  fear  the  Year  1959 


To  the  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  report  for  the  year  1959.  In 
my  report  for  1958  I  commented  largely  upon  the  problems  associated  with 
the  housing  of  old  people  and  the  wide  effect  that  individual  problems 
may  have  upon  neighbours  and  families.  I  remarked  that  low  incidence 
of  infectious  disease  tempted  one  to  relax  control  measures  but  the 
importance  of  these  measures  has  been  demonstrated  this  year. 

Complaints  were  received  of  fly  infestation  of  houses  within 
half  to  three  quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  Upton  tip.  The  increase  in 
the  number  of  flies  in  the  area  since  the  tip  was  opened  has  been  amply 
demonstrated,  but  at  the  same  time  it  has  proved  impossible  to  find  any 
fly  breeding  within  the  confines  of  the  tip.  The  conduct  of  controlled 
tipping  at  Upton  is  well  up  to  the  standards  required  by  the  Ministry 
and  adequate  use  is  made  of  insecticides.  Lack  of  fly  breeding  on  the 
tip  was  confirmed  by  the  Director  of  the  Local  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
The  question  remains  therefore  -  How  comes  it  that  this  increase  in  the 
number  of  flies  in  the  houses  round  about  coincides  with  the  start  pf 
controlled  tipping  at  its  present  site? 

The  refuse  lorries  were  watched  as  they  entered  the  tip  site 
and  as  they  unloaded.  Large  numbers  of  flies  travelled  with  each 
lorry,  some  in  the  slip  stream  behind  the  vehicle,  others  within  and 
on  the  outside  of  the  refuse  cavity.  These  flies  stay  round  the  tip 
and  lorries  leaving  were  relatively  free  from  flies.  The  tip  is 
situated  on  rather  low  lying  ground  -  most  of  the  fields  round  about 
are  given  over  to  pasture  land.  The  fly  breeding  is  almost  certainly 
occurring  in  and  round  the  droppings  from  cattle,  and  it  is  more 
extensive  here  than  elsewhere  because  of  the  number  of  flies  brought 
to  the  tip.  It  is  difficult  to  see  the  solution  to  this  problem  unless 
means  can  be  found  for  destroying  the  flies  on  route  to  the  tip. 

Conplaints  were  received  of  infestations  of  swarms  of  very 
small  black  flies  on  the  ceilings  of  large  rooms  in  houses  not  far  from 

/permanent 
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permanent  pastures.  These  swarms  appeared  in  August  and  September. 
Specimens  of  the  flies  were  identified  as  the  common  cluster  fly  -  a 
species  quite  harmless  to  man  and  animals. 

These  two  infestations  are  mentioned  in  detail  in  order  to 
show  how  there  is  still  need  for  full  investigation  into  problems  which 
are  usually  regarded  as  common  and  easily  solved.  Both  investigations 
were  time  consuming;  neither  produced  a  dramatic  result  or  any  immediate 
benefit  to  the  local  population.  Yet  these  investigations  must  go  on. 

If  no  other  good  comes  from  them  -  they  serve  to  increase  the  knowledge 
of  the  district  which  is  part  of  the  stock  in  trade  of  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department. 

It  will  be  seen  on  page  5  that  there  have  been  a  large  number 
of  cases  of  measles  during  this  year.  Measles  is  one  of  the  few 
diseases  which  seem  to  give  rise  to  epidemics  every  two  or  three  years  - 
very  few  cases  occurring  in  the  intervening  years.  Whooping  Cough 
used  to  follow  a  similar  pattern  in  this  district  but  since  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  vaccination  against  whooping  cough  this  pattern  has  disapp¬ 
eared  and  now  a  few  cases  are  reported  each  year.  Of  the  ten  cases  of 
dysentery  notified  many  of  them  occurred  in  families  recently  returned 
from  the  Par  East,  and  a  report  has  been  made  on  this  subject. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  towards  the 
completion  of  various  water  schemes  and  it  is  proposed  to  mention  them 
in  more  detail  next  year  when  most  of  them  will  have  been  completed. 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

Action  had  to  be  taken  in  one  case  where  an  old  lady  became 
incapable  of  caring  for  herself  and  became  not  only  a  danger  to  herself 
but  also  an  intolerable  burden  to  her  neighbours.  It  is  very  gratifying 
that  after  hospital  treatment  she  was  able  to  go  to  live  with  relatives, 
so  that  family  ties  were  not  broken. 

For  details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  I  must 
refer  you  to  the  succeeding  pages  of  this  report. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  thank  Mr.  Cromwell  and  the  staff  of 
the  Council  generally  for  their  co-operation  and  for  the  happy  relation¬ 
ship  which  exists  between  all  of  us.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  final  portion  of  the  Central  Scheme  -  that  supplying 
the  parish  of  Ripple  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Work  of  mainlaying  and  construction  of  the  service  reservoir 
at  Kempsey  for  the  North  Eastern  Scheme  was  continued. 

Work  of  mainlaying  for  the  South  Western  Scheme  commenced. 
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SWIMMING  BATES. 


There  is  one  privately  owned  swimming  bath  in  the  district 
open  to  the  public. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  a  deep  well  on  the  premises  and 
is  treated  by  preliminary  screening,  filtration,  simple  chlorination 
and  aeration  by  means  of  a  "cascade". 

The  turnover  period  is  a  maximum  of  6  hours. 

Daily  tests  are  made  with  a  Lovibond  Comparator  by  the 
operator  for  chlorine  content  and  pH  value.  Two  samples  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  public  analyst  by  this  Authority  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  both  proved  satisfactory.

HOUSING 


Work  on  the  erection  of  the  18  houses  and  7  bungalows  at 
Callow  End,  Powick,  proceeded  very  slowly,  7  houses  and  6  bungalows 
being  provided  during  the  year  for  slum  clearance  purposes. 

4  bungalows  were  erected  at  Netherleigh  Lane,  Pendock, 
also  for  the  rehousing  of  persons  displaced  by  slum  clearance. 

More  bungalows,  or  more  of  the  smaller  type  of  dwelling, 
are  required  in  Powick,  and  the  need  of  more  "Old  Persons  Dwellings" 
in  the  locality  of  Upton  is  a  matter  of  urgency.

The  work  of  rodent  control  progressed  smoothly  throughout 
the  year.

Treatment  in  respect  of  private  dwellings  is  given  free 
but  a  charge  is  made  for  treatments  given  to  business  premises  based 
on  time  taken  end  materials  used.
